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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1945. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 

Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 

1945. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory, 
particularly  in  view  of  present  conditions,  but  whilst  there 
have  been  no  major  epidemics  of  notifiable  disease,  as  might 
have  been  expected,  there  has  undoubtedly  been  a continual 
increase  in  the  less  serious  forms  of  ill-health,  in  particular 
Gastro-Enteritis,  Gastric  and  Duodenal  Ulcers. 

The  number  of  births  was  281,  a decrease  on  the 
previous  year  of  30,  giving  a birth  rate  of  17-05,  as  compared 
with  17-10  for  the  year  1944  and  14-84  for  1943. 

The  number  of  deaths,  excluding  the  Mental  Hospital, 
was  186,  a decrease  on  the  previous  year  of  7,  giving  a death 
rate  of  11-31,  as  compared  with  11-16  for  1944  and  9-43  for 
1943. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  2,  and  of 
Scarlet  Fever  11.  There  were  150  cases  of  Measles. 

There  were  19  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  and 
tliere  were  86  cases  on  the  Register  on  December  31st.  The 
Register  has  now  been  brought  up  to  date. 

4'liere  are  25  Parishes  in  the  area,  24  of  which  have 
Parish  Council  and  one  a Parish  Meeting. 

4'lie  inliabitants  are  largely  enployed  in  Agriculture, 
l>ut  many  find  industrial  employment  in  the  City  of  Hull, 
fli(t  Rorougl)  of  Beverley  and  in  the  area  adjoining  the  River 
I lumber. 

The  (;hief  local  industries  are  Shipbuilding,  Chemical 
Works,  Aircraft  (Construction,  Cement  Works,  and  Spelter 
manufacture.

Tiiherciilosis — Provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Beverley  and 
Hessle.  The  Beverley  Clinic  is  held  weekly,  and  the 
Hessle  Clinic  fortnightly. 

Ante-Natal — Nil.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  to  be  opened  by 
the  County  Council  at  Brough  early  in  1945  in  conjunction 
with  the  local  District  Nursing  Association. 

Infant  Welfare — County  Council  Clinics  are  held  at  Brough 
and  South  Cave.

Def)artrnent  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  or  to  Scarborough. 

MIDWIFERY. 

4’here  are  District  Nurse  Midwives  employed  by  Local 
District  Nursing  Associations  resident  at  Woodmansey,  Brough 
and  Lund.  One  Private  Practicing  Midwife  resident  at  Lund. 
'I’he  remainder  of  the  area  is  served  by  Midwives  employed  by 
the  (Aunty  Council. 

HOSPITALS. 

Tnhercnlosis  Pallenta  are  normally  sent  to  the  County 
Council  Sanatorium  at  Ray  well,  but  I regret  to  report  that 
tile  difficulty  of  admission  to  the  Sanatorium:  is  as  great  as 
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before.  I need  hardly  stress  how  serious  this  is  for  the 
community. 

Maternity.  There  are  County  Council  Maternity  Homes 
at  Beverley,  Driffield  and  Bridlington.  There  is  a private 
Maternity  Home  at  Leven.  Cases  of  difficulty  are  sent  to 
The  Avenue  Hospital,  Bridlington. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  domestic  help  and 
the  fact  that  many  young  married  women  are  living  with 
their  parents  or  in  lodgings,  many  more  women  are  seeking 
admission  to  Maternity  Homes,  and  there  is  a shortage  of 
beds  available.  A further  Maternity  Home  is  to  be  opened 
in  the  Humber  Bank  area  when  conditions  permit. 

General.  Cases  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull, 
and  the  Infirmary  Annex  at  Sutton.  The  E.M.S.  Hospital 
at  Beverley  is  again  open  for  civilian  cases  from  the  East 
Riding.  This  has  eased  a position  which  has  been  very  acute 
in  the  past. 

Children.  General  cases  are  sent  to  the  Victoria 
Children’s  Hospital,  Hull,  Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  the 
County  Council’s  Hospitals  at  Driffield  and  Howden. 

Small  Poa\  County  Council  Hospital  near  Pocklington. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  greater  part  of  the  area  is 
served  by  ambulances  belonging  to,  and  manned  by,  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Red  Cross  Society. 
Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Brough,  Beverley,  Swanland, 
Cottingham  and  Market  Weighton. 

Infectious  cases  are  moved  in  the  ambulances  provided 
by  the  County  Council. 

Health  Visitors.  This  service  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council. 

Orthopeedic  Treatment.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
at  Kirbymoorside,  and  an  Out-patient  Clinic  is  provided  by 
the  County  Council  at  Driffield.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1945. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  addition  to  the  Council,  there  are  two  Statutory 
Water  Undertakings  and  one  private  Estate  Company  supply- 
ing water  in  the  Rural  District.

As  regards  the  two  Statutory  Water  Undertakings  and 
the  privat(‘  hNtate  Company,  tlie  (’oiincil  have  been  informed 
that  their  supplies  arc;  regularly  analysed  and  tliat  no  un- 
satisfactory reports  have  been  brought  to  their  notice. 
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Water  obtained  from  the  Council’s  Springhead  Water 
Works  at  South  Cave  is  analysed  monthly  in  accordance  with 
a standing  arrangement  with  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 
During  the  year  1945,  11  Bacteriological  and  3 Chemical 
examinations  were  made  of  the  supply  from  South  Cave.  In 
all  cases  the  examination  confirmed  that  the  water  is  of  high 
purity  and  suitable  for  domestic  consumption.  In  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
South  Cave  supply  is  chlorinated,  and  regular  tests  are  made 
to  ensure  a satisfactory  residual.  The  water  does  not  have 
a plumbo-solvent  action. 

Bulk  supplies  obtained  by  the  Council  from'  adjoining 
Authorities  are  examined  periodically  by  their  own  Analysts. 

So  far  as  private  well  supplies  to  individual  houses  are 
concerned,  these  are  examined  as  the  occasion  demands,  and 
where  necessary  appropriate  action  is  taken. 

Of  the  samples  of  water  obtained  from  private  wells 
and  bores  which  have  been  the  subject  of  examination,  1 was 
found  to  be  contaminated.  The  cause  of  Contamination  was 
a defective  bore  tube.  Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  this  # 
case  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the  premises  to  be  given 
a supply  of  water  from  public  mains. 

Before  the  War,  in  order  to  provide  a satisfactory 
supply  to  all  parts  of  the  Rural  District,  the  Council  submitted 
the  “ Hunsley  Water  Scheme  ” to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Had  it  been  possible  to  proceed  with  this,  the  whole  of  the 
Rural  District  would  now  have  been  supplied ; but  the  out- 
break of  war  caused  the  Scheme  to  be  postponed.  • 

The  Hunsley  Water  Scheme  has  now  been  revised  and 
enlarged,  and  full  particulars  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  and  the  County  Council  for  their  consideration.  All 
plans  and  technical  information  have  been  supplied,  and  the 
Council  are  now  awaiting  a Local  Inquiry.  It  is  intended 
that  this  scheme  shall  be  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  approvals  are  obtained.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Owing  to  w'ar-tinie  conditions,  no  major  works  have 
Iieeii  undertaken  on  Sewerage  or  Sewage  Disposal  during  the 
year,  hut  sections  of  defective  sewers  have  been  relaid  or 
repaired. 

'riie  (k)uncil  are,  however,  fully  alive  to  their  responsi- 
bilities in  this  matter,  and  to  this  end  have  given  instructions 
for  lli(!  preparation  of  eomjn-ehensive  schemes  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  for  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  not  already 
^o  provided.  S[)eeial  priority  is  being  given  to  those  areas 
wbeia-  substantial  building  development  may  be  expected, 
.'.iirveys  arc  already  in  band,  and  detailed  schemes  in  respect 
of  8 parishes  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  County 
Coil  m i I at  an  early  date. 
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The  work  of  converting  Pail  Closets  and  Ashpits 
and  the  consequent  re-draining  work  has,  necessarily,  been 
severely  restricted ; but  a few  such  conversions  have  taken 
place  and  it  is  hoped  that,  when  conditions  approach  normality, 
the  work  will  again  be  put  in  hand.  Provision  for  this  work 
is  to  be  made  in  the  new  sewerage  schemes. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  regard  to  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  since  my  Report  for  1944,  but  if  the 
progress  planned  can  be  maintained  the  whole  of  the  Rural 
District  should  have  a full  service  by  the  end  of  1946. 

The  service  at  present  in  operation  consists  of  3 Direct 
Labour  Schemes  and  1 small  Contract  Scheme,  the  details 
being  : — - 

Central  District. 

Parishes : Molescroft,  Woodmansey,  Walkington,  Bishop 
Burton,  Cherry  Burton  and  Etton. 

Population  : 3,524. 

Southern  District. 

Parishes  : North  Ferriby,  Swanland  and  Welton. 
Population:  4,120. 

South-Western  District. 

Parishes  : Elloughton,  Brantingham,  Ellerker,  South  Cave 
and  Newbald. 

Population  : 4,845. 

Parish  of  Wawne  (part). 

Population  served:  117.  (Contract  Scheme.) 

The  total  population  served  by  Refuse  Collection  and 
Disposal  Schemes  is  12,606,  representing  approximately  73% 
of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review,  the  transport 
available  consisted  of  two  “ Karrier  ” Bantam  (7  cubic  yard 
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capacity)  and  one  “ Karrier  ” C.K.  3 (11  cubic  yard  capacity), 
together  with  a “ Bedford  ” 3 tonner  used  for  salvage  col- 
lection and  general  purpose  duties.  During  the  year,  delivery 
was  taken  of  the  new  specially  designed  Karrier  ” lorry 
which  is  capable  of  being  used  either  for  refuse  collection 
duties  or  general  transport  in  replacement  of  the  “ Bedford  ” 
vehicle.  The  question  of  “ standby  ” vehicles  is  a difficult 
one  for  Rural  Areas  owing  to  their  small  financial  resources, 
but  it  is  considered  the  present  arrangement  will  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  for  the  above 
mentioned  parishes,  the  dual  purpose  vehicle  being  used  either 
for  refuse  collection  or  general  transport  as  required. 

Authority  has  since  been  received  to  acquire  two 
additional  refuse  collection  vehicles,  and  it  is  hoped  these 
will  be  in  commission  before  the  end  of  1946.  By  this  means 
it  will  be  jiossible  to  give  a service  to  the  whole  of  the  parishes 
in  the  Rural  District. 

The  experiment  of  using  sawdust  for  dressing  the  tips 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  has  proved  as  success- 
ful as  was  hoped  for,  and  one  of  our  difficulties  regarding 
covering  material  has  thus  been  overcome. 

Owing  to  the  wet  nature  of  the  refuse,  it  is  essential 
that  the  vehicles  are  provided  with  water-tight  bodies,  but 
uf)  to  the  present  year  it  has  proved  difficult  and  expensive 
to  maintain  them  in  this  condition.  The  acid  action  of  the 
lifjuids  very  quickly  attacks  the  exposed  edges  of  the  metal 
lining  where  screws  pass  through,  and  in  a comparatively 
short  time  an  exj)ensive  re-lining  operation  is  necessary, 
rcfiuiring  tlie  laying  up  of  a vehicle  for  4 — 5 days.  A ne\y 
tcclmiquc  in  welding  with  bronze  at  a comparatively  low 
tcmi)crature  lias  been  successfully  adapted  to  our  needs,  and 
rcccuilly  two  vehicles  have  been  fitted  with  all  welded  linings, 
lli(t  ex  fieri  men  I apfiearing  to  be  (fuite  suecessful.  We  are  also 
using  rubberised  oil  on  I lie  linings  of  the  vehicles,  so  protecting 
llie  inelal  froni  corrosion.  It  is  hoped  that  the  life  of  the 
lining  will  he  ‘2  3 limes  lhal  previously  obtained.  4’he  oily 
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nature  of  the  material  is  also  of  great  assistance  in  emptying 
the  body  when  loads  are  being  tipped. 

No  new  tips  have  been  brought  into  use  this  year,  but 
owing  to  the  expansion  of  the  South-Western  Scheme,  the 
pit  at  Brantingham  is  being  rapidly  filled,  and  unless  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  owner  and  tenant  to  have  the 
use  of  an  additional  area,  it  will  be  necessary  at  an  early  date 
to  secure  another  tip. 

HOUSING. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Council’s  activities 
were  concentrated  on  4 particular  aspects  of  this  subject : — 

(a)  Advance  Preparation  of  Housing  Sites  at  Walkington 

and  Newbald. 

(b)  Advance  Preparation  of  Housing  Sites  for  Pre- 

fabricated Bungalows  at  Swanland,  South  Cave, 

Skidby  and  Woodmansey  and  erection  of  Swedish 

Houses  at  Newbald. 

(c)  Completion  of  Drawings,  Bills  of  Quantities  and 

Specifications  for  various  types  of  Houses. 

(d)  Carrying  out  the  Survey  of  Rural  Houses  as  called 

for  in  the  “ Hobhouse  ” Report. 

(a)  Walkington  and  Newbald. 

Active  constructional  work  in  connection  with  Streets, 
Drainage  and  Water  Supply  was  commenced  on  these  two  sites 
in  August,  1945,  but  owing  to  labour  difficulties  the  work 
has  been  delayed.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  works  will  be 
completed  until  the  early  part  of  1946. 

(b)  Swanland,  South  Cave,  Skidby  and  Woodmansey . 

By  October  of  1945,  the  Swanland  site  had  been  handed 
over  to  the  Ministry  of  Works  for  the  erection  of  7 dwellings. 
Street  and  Drainage  Works  were  also  commenced  during  the 
year  at  South  Cave,  Skidby  and  Woodmansey.  The  site  at 
South  Cave  will  be  available  at  the  beginning  of  January, 
1946,  but  owing  to  the  relatively  large  amount  of  site  works 
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at  Woodmaiisey  and  Skidby,  these  will  not  be  available  until 
about  Mareh,  1946. 

The  construetion  of  Site  Works  and  Substructures  for 
the  8 Swedish  Timber  Houses  allocated  to  the  Council  has 
been  put  in  hand  ready  to  receive  the  Superstructures  as  soon 
as  they  are  delivered. 

(c)  The  revised  standard  of  accommodation  outlined  in 
the  Housing  Manual  ” has  necessitated  the  preparation  of 
new  type  plans.  These  plans  have  now  been  finally  completed 
and  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  necessity  of  preparing  Bills  of  Quantity  has  delayed 
the  commencement  of  building  considerably,  but  no  doubt  the 
Bills  will  be  useful  in  adjusting  prices  to  meet  rising  costs. 

(d)  Survey — “ Hohhouse  ” Report. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff,  sickness  and  transport 
difhculties,  this  Survey  has  not  proceeded  as  quickly  as  could 
be  desired.  Arrangement  are  being  made  to  engage  temporary 
assistance  in  order  that  the  completion  of  the  Survey  may  be 
expedited. 

To  present  as  complete  a picture  as  possible,  details  of 
tJie  Survey  are  included  up  to  the  time  of  the  preparation  of 
this  Report  in  August,  1946.  As  mentioned  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1914,  additional  information  over  that  called  for 
iji  the  “ Hobliouse  ” Report  is  being  obtained,  and  this  will 
assist  cojisiderably  in  the  preparation  of  Sewerage  and  Water 
'^cliemes. 

'I'eniporarij  Dwellhi^.s. 

Iluring  the  year  there  has  been  a reduction  in  number 
^>1'  dw<  Iliugs  of  this  character,  and  practically  the  whole  of 
ilicse  arc  now  occu{)ied  as  semi-])ermanent  dwellings.  It  is 
(lilKcult  to  s(‘c  how  the  number  can  be  reduced  below  its 
priscjit  levari  until  the  i)Ool  of  houses  is  increased  to  a con- 
.'.iflcrable  (extent.
